Conference Is Held on 
the Stop-Over Privilege. 


As Soon as. He Reaches Wash- 
ington Southern’ Railway 
Official Will Write Letter to 
Mr. Paxon — Statement by 
Paxon.

Conference was held by Vice Presi- 
dent J. M. Culp, of the Southern rail- 
way, and President F. J. Paxon, of the 
chamber of commerce,. yesterday re- 
garding the stop-over privilege which 
is sought by the merchants and manu- 
facturers for Atlanta. The matter was 
gone into thoroughly, but no decision 
either way was reached. 

Mr. Culp left last night at 8:45 
o'clock for Washington, and will make 
a written reply to Mr. Paxon in an- 
swer to a letter he wrote several days 
ago to President Finley, of the South- 
ern, in regard to the matter. 

Vice President Culp arrived in the 
city on Tuesday, and attended to bus- 
iness directly connected with thé road. 
He was unable to meet Mr. Paxon until 
Wednesday. 


Entitled te Stop-Overs. 


The movement, fostered by Ernest 


L. Rhodes, was taken up, and Mr. Culp 
Was informed that the people of the 
City believe that they are “entitled to 
the stop-over privilege because Atlanta 
is the foremost manufacturing and 
jobbing center in the _ southeastern 
States. If for no other reason, they 
believe this would justify the railroads 
in giving this city stop-overs. They 
believe they are entitled to it equally 
with New Orleans and other cities in 
the southern states to which it has 
been extended. 

The merchants and jobbers ere sat- 
isfied that it would prove of great ad- 
vantage to Atlanta from an advertising 
Standpoint alone, but they are also 
convinced that with the privilege once 
established, they can attract here mer- 
chants from many southern points who 
go east to buy their goods and who, if 
they had opportunity to visit Atlanta, 
and look over the situation, would 
purchase largely of their stocks here 
at home. 

It is the general feeling that the 
Southern railway is practically tn con- 
trol of the situation; that if this road 
grants the privilege here, the other 
roads, on account of large passenger 
traffic in and out of the city, would 
immediately follow suit. 

In view of this, President Paxon 
wrote his letter to President W. W. 
Finley, which was referred to Vice 
President Culp for reply. Mr. Culp had 
to come to Atlanta on other business, 
and at the same time took advantage 
of it to hold the conference. Whitile he 
would not give out any statement, he 
made it known that, after the meeting, 
he would send Mr. Paxon a letter as 
soon as he reached Washington, going 
fully into the matter, and, possibly, he 
may make some decision.

As 
he stepped upon the desk on the lower 
floor of the room the judge struck at 
the chief and then went backwards 
into a chair. He says he slipped and 
fell and was not struck. The chief 
Says he struck the recorder and knock- 
ed him down. 

The story is best told in two state- 
ments made by the participants in At 
lanta’s first spring fight for 1910. 

Statement by Recorder. 

The recorders statement is as fol- 

‘lews: 
. “Inspectors Harwell’ and Abefnathy 
Made seven or eight . cases against 
team drivers and contfactors because 
of dirt being spilled on the streets. 
“After hearing the evidence f 
was informed by the inspectors that 
the matter had all been adjudicated 
and there would be no more trouble, as 
the men had i placed sacks in the 
wagons, which would keep the dirt 
from falling out. It was stated in 
court that all pereons were satisfied 
and that all the trouble was over. I 
did not wish to fine the drivers, who 
were poor men, since the lowest fine I 
could impose in each case was $10.75. 
Jd, therefore, dismissed the cases, but 
Aistinctly told the inspectors that if 
there was any more such trouble to 
bring them right back to court. 

“This morning Chief Jentzen, with 
the two inspectors, sat all through the 
court, and just as we adjourned they 
came up to my desk. The chief began 
in a very insilent and insulting man- 
ner and tone of voice to ask ma why 
I had dismissed the cases his men made, 
I told him I had tried the cases on 
their merits and would do so the next 
time. He replied that he might as 
‘well take his mén off the streets and 
have the city ordineaks abolished. I 
cautioned him about “how he talked, 
stating that he was addressing the 
court. He said he was not, and that 
he had purposely waited until court 
had adjourned 
“My reply to this 
beén here and heard the cases you 
might think differently. You should 
have been here instead of listening to 
what your hirelings said.’ 

“This is all that I said which might 
have been wrong. It made the chief 
very angry arid he exclaimed: ‘You call 
my men hirelings, sir? They are no

more hirélings than you are, for they |} 


get their money from the same source 
that -vou do.’ I admitted that. He 
kept talking louder and mofe insolent, 
ringing all. the charges on the word 
‘hireling. He said that his men were 
more of gentiemen than I was, and 
then I called hima liar. He called me 
another, and we went together. I re- 
gret exceedingly that the affair hap- 
pened. It is the first scrap I have had 
since I was a school boy. This Was 
not the first time that Chief Jentzen 
Sought to censure me in court for my 
decisions. I was not knocked down, 
but slipped and fe!l.” 
Chief Jentzen’s Statement. 

The statement of Chief Jentzen is 
as follows: 

“The altercation between Judge 
Breyles and myself came about be- 
cause of intolerant and discourteous 
treatment of me by the recorder. I 
realize that such affairs between pri- 
wate citizens are unfortunate at best,

such epithets. A brief history of the 
incidents leading up to the altercation 
is necessary in order that the public 
may utiderstand my position .in the 
matter. 

“During th dry weather of the past 
month many citizens and property 


owners have répeatedly complained to 
the sanitary department, of which I 
am the head, that certain contractors 
were*very careless in transporting dirt 
from one section of the city to another. 
These eomplaints have charged that 
teamsters employed by the contractors 
have allowed great quantities of dirt 
to spill ulong the streets they travel. 
This dirt, it was charged, created dust 
rf nuisances,’ injuring property in stores 
and proving very disagreeable in resi- 
dences. Under the lew it is the duty 
of the sanitary department to prevent 
this and similar nulgances. After com- 
plaints were filed with me I detailed 
several sanitary inspéctors tO make an 
investigation. In the opinion of the 
inspectors the complaints were well 
founded. f then directed that cases be

made against the offending contrac~, 


tors. 
“Tuesday mofning Several of these 


cases were oalled for a hearing before 
Recorder Broyles. I was not present 
at this hearing, but the inspectors 
informed me that Alderman John W. 
Maddox, who is himself a contractor, 
appeared in the interest of the defend- 
ants. There were seven or eight of 
these casés, and fdllowing a 8 Sa héar- 
ing, they were all dismissed. 

“With no desire to place unnecessary 
hardships upon the contfactors, but 
realizing that without the cooperation 
in the recorder’s court (which is the 
agency for the enforcement of all city 
laws) I decided to call upon Judge 
Broyles and discuss the subject with 
him. I read -section 1088 of the city 
code to the recorder. I called his at- 
tention to the fact that unless he 
placed some penalty upon violators of 
this law, it would be impossible for 
me to afford the public the _ relief 
which I am required to furnish. I 
called his attention to the wholesale 
dismissal of cases on Tuesday—cases 
in which the defendants entered no de- 
nial. At this point the recorder, evi- 
dencing some ftmpatience and consider- 
able temper, interrupted me to say: 

“Tf your two hirelings (pointing a 
finger at uniformed inspectors present 
in the court room).had told you what 
I said—— 

“Before Judge Broyles proceeded 
further I interpeséd to protest against 


ithe digcourteous and uncalied-for ref- 


erence to the inspesctors, and [ inform- 
éd him that these men were no more 
hirelings than he was. I told him they 
were employed by the city, just as he 
was; that they drew their salaries 
from the same till, and that they were 
just as much gentlemen as he was. 

“Unaccustomed to such plain talk 
from those who come to his court, the 
recorder yielded to unseemly rage. 
Springing from his chair and throwing 
off his coat, he announced that I was a 
liar and a fool. Up to this point he 
occupied his chair upon the judge's 
rostrum behind the large desk. 

“This unexpected outburst on the 
part of the judge disconcerted me 
somewhat, and controlling myself, I 
wa” 1 replied: ‘You are another.’ 

“The recorder, stepping from upon 
one of the desks which rests upon the 
lower level of the floor, kicked me 
upon the left knee and scratched me 
over the left eye. 

“Recovering’ from my surprise at 
this very undignified attack, I retali- 
ated with a blow to the judge’s face. 
This unbalanced him and he fell back 
into a chair. -By this time a number 
of officers present gathered about me 
and further trouble was prevented.”

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JAILER SHOT DEAD; 
HIS SLAYER KILLED 


Meridian Officer Dies at 
Duty’s Post. 


Jailer Temple Attacked When 
He Rushed to Rescue of Dep- 
uty Jailer—Intense Indigna- 
tion Reigned. 


Meridian, Miss., April 13.—Former 
Sheriff J. Ri Temple was shot and kill- 
ed today by Tom O'Neil, a negro pris- 
oner. : 

Deputy Jailer Boutwell was serving 
breakfast to,the negroes» when he was 
assaulted by O'Neil, the latter in the 
scuffle securing Boutwell’s pistol. 

Temple, who was the jailer, went to 
the assistance of his deputy and who 
shot and killed with Boutwell’s pistol. 

O’Neil and another negro prisoner 
escaped to the basement of the jail, 
carrying the weapon with them and de- 
fied arrest. 

Later O'Neil was shot and killed by 
the officers after he had fired four 
shots at them without effect. O’Neil’s 
companion, George. Wilson, a negro, 
was shot in the leg. 

A maddened crowd of nearly 2,000 
people took the body of O'Neil, who 
was expiring, from the officers, carried 
it to a telephone pole about a block 
distance, where it was strung up: After 
the body was lowered the throat was 
cut, the negro’s clothing saturated 
with kerosene oil and set om fire, but 
was rescued from the mob after the 
clothing had been burned from; the 
body. 

George Williams was placed _ in 
a cell after O’Neil had been killed and 
the mob insisted on securing him, but 
no assault has been made on the jail. 
Judge Buekley. who is holding court 
here, in an address counseled modera- 
tion and it is not believed further 
efforts will be made to lynch Williams, 
although great excitement prevails.

SIX FIREMEN DIE. 
N BURNING JAL

Many Other Firemen 
Were Also Badly Burned. | 


Men Who Perished Were 
Trapped by Metal Doors and 
Barred Windows — Streams 
of Water on Victims as They 
Burned. 


New Haven, Conn., April 13.—Trap- 
ped by metal doors and barred wint 
dows, six firemen were caught by a 
back draft and burned to death dur- 
ing the partial .destruction of the New 
Haven county, jail today. Three of 
their comrades were saved through 
the heroism of other firemen. The 
bodies of the six men were found late 
today after the debris cooled. Many 
ciher firemen were fearfully burned, 
but remained at work. 

Six men from truck No. 1 were 
fighting their way through the ceil 
room of the jail into the workshop 
when an explosion of a gasoline tank 
caused a back draft and slammed be- 
hind them the iron doors separating 
the two buildings. 

Three of the men were hemmed in &@ 
corner and burned to death, while the 
other three made their way to a barred 
window,to which they clung with a 
stream of water playing on them from 
the outside. Soon after reaching the 
window the roof fell in, and ladders 
were put up from the outside and down 
the inside, and the men taken out. The 
other dead firemen were caught by the 
same back draft as they were working 
at the other end of the building, and 
vere carried down by the roof when it 
fell in. 

The fire was discovered by a pris- 
oner, and the 175 men in the work- 
shop were sent to their cells. 

Whenit was seenthatthere was dan- 
ger of the fire spreading to the main 
building the 246 male and 42 female 
immates were taken to the police sta- 
tions-and the footguard armory. To- 
night the prisoners were returned to 


the jail. 

The fireis thought to have 
caused by crossed electric light 
The loss of the New England Chair 
Company, for whom the prisoners do 
contract work, is estimated at $135,000, 
fully insured, and the loss of the buila- 
ings of the jail is $35,000, with full 
insurance.

Fhat.is the effeet of the new law, which hermetically seals the 
registration books ‘Six months before the general election. 

A statement recently published in The Constitution from Tax 
Collector-Andy Stewart shows that 2.750 residents of Fulton coun- 
ty, mostly clerks and‘laboring men, who gave pledges of civic con- 
science by voluntarily meeting their poll-tax obligations, have been 
ceprived of the right of franchise‘by the new law closing the books 
six months before an election. The figures given represent the dis- 
crepancy between the number’ of: poll-tax payers and the numer 


of voters on the ‘registration list. “The only reason for it that T{ 


can think of,’ says Collector Stewart, “is that the people did not 
have sufficient time to registef.” 

In a communication published elsewhere, Hon. J. A. J. Hen- 
derson, representative from Irwm county, and a warm partisan of 
ex-Governor Hoke Smith ‘in the last campaign, declares he will 
at the. approaching session. seek to amend the present monstrous 
registration law.:.) - - : 

' The communication of, Mr. Henderson, who has been many 
times ‘member of’the house and sénate, and who is one of the most 
active and public-spirited business men and developers of middle 
Georgia, reflects in the country counties the same tyrannous effect 
of the new law as is revealed in the city counties by the statement 
of Tax Collector Stewart. 

The number of actual tax-payers distranchised in the country 
counties must be even greater in ratio than the number disfran- 
chised in the city counties. In Fulton, trolley lines and other facil- 
ities were not lacking to get in touch with the courthouse. In the 
country counties there are no such facilities. How many farmers 
who have paid poli-taxes will be barred from the elections of I9g10 
by this nefarious six-months’ limit? 

In the face of state-wide protest against the oppressive ex- 
actions of this new law, it has been charged that political motives 
were the moving force. No.such argument can be sustained in 
the case of Mr. Henderson, who opposed. Governor Brown in the

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WEAK ARGUMENT AGAINST STOP-OVERS. 


Vice President Culp, of the Southern Railway, has come to 
Atlanta to investigate the universal demand of the city’s business 
men for stop-over privileges from the railroads. 

While he has said nothing officially, it is indirectly given out 
that the railroads oppose stop-overs upon three counts: 

1. Fear of manipulation of tickets, because of through rates being lower 
than combined local rates between the two terminal points. 

2. fhe expense of reprinting. tickets, and a general revision of the ticket 
system for thie territory. 

3. If Atlanta is granted this privilege, other southern cities will ask it. 

If the railroads fear “manipulation of tickets,’ why do they 
grant stop-overs at all? Why not at once remove this danger by 
abolishing the practice, from the Atlantic to the Pacific? And 
why cannot the precautions used at points_now granted stop-overs 
be applied with equal efficacy in Atlanta? 

The second “reason” is purely technical, if not picayunish. If 

the railroads grudge a few dollars to meet the requests of the bus- 
iness men of one of the most important railroad centers in the 
south, the Chamber of Commerce, or The Constitution, or a public 
subscription will soon arrange the expense attending reprinting of 
tickets. , , 
As to the concluding “argument,” other southern cities less im- 
portant as railroad centers than Atlanta—Chattanooga and New 
Orleans, for instance—have asked for and been granted these con- 
cessions. Why, then, should they be withheld from Atlanta? 

Some more substantial grounds will have to be brought for- 
ward before the. business men of Atlanta relent in their united fight 
for equality with other southern cities less entitled to the stop-over 
privilege than Atlanta. 

The Southern. Railway is recognized to. be the arbiter in this 
matter. If it grants stop-overs, the other lines will speedily fol- 
low suit. 

Atlanta is determined-to have stop-overs, and. to 
censure accordingly. 
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THE INDEFENSIBLE PARDONING OF COOPER.

The pardoning of Colonel Duncan B. Cooper, of Nashville, by 
Governor Malcolm R. Patterson, of Tennessee, is the cancellation 
of a political debt by a subversion of the pardoning power vested 
he governor. 

It has no excuse or palliation in law or justice. No plea or 
argument can relieve it of its ugly appearance and its sinister 
threat. 

The time has come when politics must declare a final and an 
irrevocable divorce from the courts and the processes of justice. 

The mingling of the two carries a menace to our institutions. 
and a thwarting of the majesty and purpose of that law already 
laxly administered, and held in too-great contempt in this country. 

Every thoughtful American citizen must hail the course of 
Governor Patterson with disapproval and with grave misgiving. 

It is a sad portent for the nation when public servants in high 
places pervert their power to screen proven guilt and to nullify 
those statutes reared for the protection of life and property. 

Governor Patterson, charged with the impartial administra- 
tion of law in a great commonwealth, has placed a premium upon 
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and-swill represent the king at the

Cook arrived there, and was led by her 
kindliness of disposition to join in the 
ovation accorded in the Danish capi- 
tal, and at the court of her brother, 
King Frederick, to the Brooklyn doc- 
tor. She feels that By so doing, she 
rendered herself guilty of an injustice 
to Peary, which she is anxious to re- 
pair; and that is why she is so partic- 
ularly sorry that she will not be in 
England during the commander's stay 
in London, and has charged her son, 
the prince of Wales, with the kindliest 
of messages of good will and congrat- 
ulation for the real Sitmon-pure dis- 
coverer of the North Pole. 


Not Gracious to King Peter. 
While Emperor Nicholas reluctantly 
consented to receive a visit at St. Pe- 
tersburg from King Peter of Servia, 
and thus raised, after a fashion, the 


rulers against the monarch of Servia, 
in consequence of his failure to punish, 
Or even to dismiss from his entourage 
the actual assassins of his predecessor 
On the throne, yet the czar was far less 
gracious or cordial to him than to 
King Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who had 
been at St. Petersburg a week earlier.

The embrece prescribed by efti- 
quette On such occasions, when the 
czar and Peter met, did not take place, 
and in lieu of the kiss on both cheeks 
accorded by Nicholas to Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, all that he granted to King 
Peter was a manifestly cold and limp 
handshake. Nor did Nicholas accord 
to Peter the title of “brother,” which 
is customary between crowned heads. 
It was the substitution of the word 
“friend,” by the great-grandfather of 
the present czar, namely, Emperor 
Nicholas’ I., in his dealings with Napo- 
leon IIL, whom he persisted in regard- 
ing as a revolutionary adventurer, that 
brought about France’s participation 
in the Crimean war against Russia in 
1855. 


Orders Were Inferior.

the Order of Karageorge included 
among its members many of the actual 
murderers of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. The czar plainly indi- 
cated that he did not relish forming 
part of a brotherhood, that is to say, 
an Order of Knighthood, which com- 
prised assassins in its ranks. 


Peculiarity of the Baronetage. 

One of the peculiarities of the 
baronetage, of which few people are 
aware, even {in Great Britain, is that 
whereas the widow of a peer loses 
all official right, to her title on re- 
marriage, a baronet’s widow retains 
her title for the remainder of her life, 
no matter how many times she may 
marry again. That is to say, the 
widow of the late Duke of Hamilton 
and Brandon, on marrying, in 1897, 
R. Carnaby Forster, ceaseq to have 
any right to the title of Duchess, 
which is accorded to her in society as 
a matter of courtesy, but which is 
denied her at court and at all of- 
ficial ceremonies and state functions. 
Her rank as Duchess remained to her 
only through her marriage to the 
Duke, and during her widowhood: 
whereas the wife of a Baronet re- 
mains officially entitled to all the 
rank, status, privileges and precedence 
of a Baronetess for the remainder of 
her days, no matter how many times 
she may marry again; and she can 
continue to style herself even at court 
by the name of the one of her hus- 
bands who wag a Baronet, with the 
prefix of “Lady.” 

Anyone who recalls the late Sir 
James Knowles, the founder, proprie- 
tor and editor of The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Review, and who remembers how 
very careful he was in the selection 
of his contributors, will be amazed 
to find in the Nineteenth Century Re- 
view for the current month, a very 
foolish article promulgating a plan for 
discounting Germany's naval prepara- 
tions by forthwith sinking every bat- 
tleship and cruiser that she possesses, 
and which bears as the name of its 
writer “Sir Edmung C. Cox, Bart.” 


Jast a Pseudo Baronet, 

Now, there is no bona-fide Baronet 
of that name. In fact, “Sir” Badmund 
Cox is one of those pseudo Baronets 
whose unwarrantable assumptions 
have led to the recent reorganization of 
the Baronetage by the Crown. The Cox 
Baronetcy is, or rather was, an Irish 
one, created at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century and is offictally 
declared by Ulster King-at-Arms, that 
is to say, by the representatives of 
the crown in Ireland in such matters 
as these, to have become extinct in 
1873. There are several claimants to 
the honor, though none of them have 
succeeded in establishing their pre- 
tensions, and while in most of the 
standard works of reference the Cox 


‘Baronetcy is ignored altogether, as no 


longer existing, in one or two of the 
others it is mentioned as having been 
assumed, without warrant, and as of- 
ficlally presumed to be extinct.

(From The Macon Telt®graph.) 
Two thousand seven hundred and 
forty-five citizens of Fulton eounty 
paid taxes who did nut register. Think 
of nearly three thousand grown-up 
men, more than can be found in half 
of the counties of the state, paying 

taxes and then not ragistering: 

Now there were undonbtedly mere 
than thafsnumber, because there were 
registered 13,332, whereas 16,077 paid 
taxes Of the 13,382 who registered 
thcre must have been &t least one or 
two thousand over 60, am! young men 
just come of age who do not pay poll 
tax and who registered. 

There must have been, therefore, 
somewhere between four and five thou- 
sand citizens who paid taxes and who 
did not register. 

Think of four or five thousand “city 
bums and toughs,” “hobos” and aiso 
“venal voters” paying taxes and then 
declining to register: 

The truth is, these micn sent in their 
checks to pay their taxes as good 
citizens, and them neglected to walk 
round to the tax collector's «ffice to 
register. That Is all there ‘s to it. 

When asked about it the tax collect- 
or said: “The only reason I 
can think of is that the people did 
not have sufficient time to register.” 

The Telegraph does not believe that 
the people of Georgia will indorse this 
wholesale disfranchisement of men 
who actually pay their tax; ror will 
it be found that all of these people 
thus caught napping belong to one of 
the late political factions in this state. 

Directly in this connection the Wil- 
lacoochee Sun, notimg the decrease in 
the number of registered voters in Cof- 
fee county from 3,300 to 2,561, says: 
“The Sun must confess its iisappeint- 
ment. There can b2 but one reason- 
able explanation or cause for this ef- 
fect; the people are not in accord 
with the present registration law and 
many of the old veterans have fool- 
ishly ignored it by way of protest.”

Old Joe knows what 
your desertion was worth, doesn’t hef 
Last November he told his Kansas City 
audience that it would have been im- 
possible for the republicans in con- 
gress to have redeemed the very first 
pledge in their national platform had 
not twenty-three democrats come over 
and voted with him on the rules.
